After dwelling on China's efforts 
for the past four years to secure a 
penceful settlement of outstanding 
questions with Japan, Dr. Koo sald 
that they were fighting for the double 
purpose of defending their territory 
and sovereignty and even their 
national existence, and for uphold- 
ing the principles _ of ‘international 
Jaw and morality and the sanctity of 
treatics. : we 

China's resources were limited 
and the results of the Chinese efforts 
could not be but modest, But he 
assured tho conference that she 
would continue to do her utmost -to 
discharge her obligations, not only 
as a signatory to the Nine-Power 
Treaty and Kellogg Poet, but. as a 
peace-loving member of the family 
of nations. The other Powers, with: 
the exception of one, hnd all de- 
clared the present conflict In the Far 
East concerned, in Jaw, all countries 
whlch were party to the Ninc-Power 
Treaty and Kellogg Pact, anc con- 
cerned, in fact, oll countries and 
members of the famlly of nations. 


“Will you not, then, with your un- 
limited resources of power and 
strength, contribute your share by 
some positive action, even though it 
mony be indirect, to the cnuse of up- 
holding the principles of law and 
order and world security and peace, 
or do you realy belleve that the 
simple declarations of principles -and 
the highest professions of faith in tho 
pledged . word will be sumMcient to 
make one and the other observed 
and, respected in the world?” asked 
Dr. Koo, ‘ : 


Probing Questions 


Continuing, the Chinese delegate 
sald: "By refusing ald to China do 
you mean she should cease to resist 
aggression or that she could resist 
indefinitely without adcquate means?’ 
After clearly and emphatically esta- 
blishing the difference In law_ be- 
tween the policy of Japan and China 
In the present conflict, do you still 
wish to make no distinction in fact 
In your’ treatment of them as be- 
tween aggressor und victim as your 
refusal to cease contributing to 
Japan's material und economic re- 
sources for continuing the ageres- 
sion against China would scem to 
indicate? 

“The Chinese aclegatlan believes 
that she has a right to claim that u 
common effort be made by the other 
Powers who are signatories to the 
Nine-Power Treaty, with a view not

at Nanking Barracks appeared —be- 
fore Mr. K. Keen aot the Kowloon 
Mapistracy yesterday. They were 
Arthur Goode, 21, lance corporal, 
Robert Rundle, 24, bandsmon, and 
Lam Kui, 34, 

Mr, M. A, da Silva apptared for 
Goodge and pleaded not guilly, a3 did 
Mr, C. Y. Kwan, representing the 
room boy. Rundic, who was not 
represented, pleaded guilty. . 

‘At the outset, both Mr, Silva and 
Mr, Kwan protested against a joint 
charge being: made against the de 
fendants, and reserved thelr right to 
raise un objection at any time dur- 
Int the course of tho proceedings. 

Giving a bricl resume of the case, 
Detective Sub-Inspector’ R, Cunning- 
hom suld that on October 27. (the 
date on which defendants are alleged 
to have been In possession of the 
banknote), Rundle went, to the 
Hongkong Hotel in the evening with 
the note, which had been given to 
him by Goodge. There he asked the 
cashier if it was genuine, On being 
told It was a forgery, he went to the 
Central Police Station, and later was 
sent to see Insp, Cunningham = at 
Yaumatl. 

A warrant wos issucd,, and 
Goodsre'’s effects were, searched in the 
presence of 2/Lt. Chiverall ‘and 
Provost Sergeant Little. A pencilled 
note in ‘bad English which appeared 
fo allege that Goodge had received 
the forgery from Lam Kul was found. 
Rundle’s property was also acarched, 
but nothing discovered. Acting on 
instructions, Insp, Cunninghum = ar- 
rested and charged all three, 

Goodrre denied oll knowledge of 
the banicnote; and the room boy said 
{t{ had been given to him by oa 
travelling: truder. : 

A Poor Forgery 

Lau Wing-chan, -shroft in the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, with 
22 years’ experience, sald the bank-~ 
note was a poor forgery. The signa- 
ture of tho chicf nccounlant was 
foryed, and the border Jines were not 
as distinct as on a genuine note. 

Ernest Kiintworth, drummer in 
the Middlesex Regiment, said on 
October 27 Gogdge had shown him 
the banknote and explained how he 
hod obtained it, Witness had also 
seen the pencilled note. They then 
went out together with the room boy 
and went to a house in on unknown 
street, here the Chincse went up 
a flight of stairs and revurned a litue 
Jater, saying something nbhout some- 
one being gone . : .

‘but if true would mork the passing 


of.one of the grentest industrin) cen- 
tres in the country, second only to 
Shanghal. 

Meanwhile Japanese forces,are ad- 
vanejng along’ the Shonghal-Hang- 
chow railway and have reached 3 
point only about 30 miles from Hang- 
chow. : 

It is reported that 600 Chinese 
who have Incurred the displeasure 
of the Japanese are down on their 
black Ist. Wile some of those in 
Shanghal have already left, others 
are too terrified to go even by British 
ships, fearing that the Japanese muy 
board them and ‘selée them. This 
persists despite the renssurances of 
the shipping companics that such 
action fs out of the question. 

Some foreign observers say that 
the Chinese withdrawal from Wuslh 
wouid mean the disintegration of 
the Chinese forces, and they declare 
they would not_be surprised if, in 
that event, the Japans flag flirs in 
“they 
nso expect the Japanese to extend 
the advance to include Wuhu, and 
wen cut a halt, while they seek to 
negotinte peuce terms with a respon- 
slble Chinese authority, failing which 
they may established a new Chinese 
administration at Nanking with 
officials brought down from north 
China. 

But whatever happens, the present 
administration seems determined to 
continue resistance, re-organising the 
army and strengthening it by-man- 
power from the provinces of Kwang- 
tung, Kwangs!, Kwetchow, Hunan, 
Hupch, and Szechuen from which the 
bus of Chinas vest fighting material 
is drawn.—Reuter.

prevention,.and very soon they were 
inundated with requists for treat- 
ment. . 


EVERY VILLAGE VISITED 


However, observes Father Cairns, 
the vaccine was expensive and so It 
was decided to give the three neces- 
sury injections to any who cared to 
visit the mission and give in their 
names. Loter the Mission workers 
visited the distant villages. The 
sisters took care of the. women, 
whilst Father Cairns attended to the 
men. He (rained four helpers to 
perform the Injections and .directed 
and supervised them. P 

They spent some weeks on the road 
on their errand of mercy, and during 
that time visited every village on the 
island. One day found 20 of them 
elimbing over mountains, and at a 
central junction the party of 20 
dispersed, spent the night on Chinese 
beds, “shot the people, had rice and 
all grathered at another eentrat point 
the following day. Onee the party
